HONGKONG AS AN 
AIRPORT 


The recent articles. in the 
Telegraph, advocating © that 
Hongkong should welcome alr 
liners of all nationalities, with- 
out necessarily seeking a quid 
pro quo, have come to the notice 
of Mr. Harry Harper, the well- 
known British aviation expert.

It is merely another way of 
saying ‘that, in this Shrinking 
world, all races now ‘ impinge 
upon one another with a sharp- 
ness which, even a few years 
ago, would have been inconceiv- 
able. The principal subdivisions 
of the human race now live: in| 
such close contact with one an- 
other that they are confronted }- 
with ‘a great decision. - Shall

The injection of. racial con- 
siderations into the Ethiopian 
question is most unfortunate, for 
the underlying factors in. that 
question ‘are not primarily 
racial, but’ economic.

The facts regard= 
ing thin cuse were that: at about 
G am, the iippellant, in | company 
with four other men, including Li 
Ping, were’ taken to the Imports 
and Exports Office.

Mr. Bullor,. in ‘his evidence, had 
stuted. that he hnrd not definitely 
made up his mind to charge the 
appellant, but tho clreumatances 
proved conclusively that he mast 
haye intended to do 50.

His Lordship said that the 
evidence of Mr. .Buller dfd not 
purport to he a transeript of the

If this statement was discredited 
there was no evidence at‘all'as 
regards the: possession offence. 

Mr. Fraser said His Lordship’s 
questions had put his argument 
for him vory effectively. ie was 
unfortunate that the appellant's 
solicitor did not cross-examine at 
the lower court as to what ques- 
tion elicited. the incriminating 
reply but, looking over these 
replies, they could conjecture. very 
wide and fair questions which 
might have’ drawn them. His 
Lordship had no. power to recall 
evidence on this point ‘and the 
magistrate, in his discretion, had

T would suggest that Government 
night, with advantage, turn its eyes 
on the Medical, Education and Iftr- 
bour -Dopartments where some sub- 
stantial economies might be made.

but so far only negative fisenl mene 
sures have heen taken; and now even 
the policy of avoiding fresh taxes 
may ogo by the board. Surely — it 
would be wise: stntesmanship to ven- 
ture upon a positive fiseal policy, not 
of new taxation, but of lightening the 
burden of the people. 


THE ASSESSED TAX 


Speaking in the Budget debate last 
year, I strongly urged a reduction of 
the Asyessed “Tax by 4 per cent, 
3 a temparary expedient. ‘I need 
not repent at length the arruments 
which’ T then adduced, and which, T 
have reason to believe, hnd and ‘have 
the support of a large proportion of 
the community, 

Tam auore than ever convinced 
that, as a means of textoring pros~ 
perity, a reduction in the. tax is es- 
sential. Not for a moment do | 
delude myself. with the belfef that 
there would then be no further 
obstacles in the way of recovery, but 
T do say that there is imperative need 
for a stimulus of this nature to induce 
a favourable turn of trade. 


SURPLUS BALANCES 


In order to meet the’ loss of 
revenue, which I believe would be only 
temporary, I advocate 
Wer sliduld “draw upon the Coldny’s 
surplus balances. Even more strong. 
ly do I now believe that such a re- 
course to our balances ‘would be not 
only justified, but a. wise and con- 
structive policy. If tho pressura of 
costs upon our trade is allevinted tn 
this way, can anyone, say that no 
impetus would thereby be given to 
that trade?> The {impetus would, I 
believe, be emphatic; profits would 
become possible; ahd trade would ine 
crease: As trade increased, * public 
revenues would expand, and. the 
Colony's surplus, if not left intact, 
would at all events, not suffer the 
attenuation that some fear, 

T have already expressed the view 
that to keep a reserve with the avowed 
object of enabling the Colohy to mect 
emergencies, ond then so to define 
omergencics (as to exclude all con- 
celvable ‘conjunctures, . 1s iNogrical, 
Are not the times through which we 
tre passing times of emergency ? 
Are we not suffering from the srent- 
est economic depression the Colony 
has ever experienced ? reserve 
which eternally inviolate is a use. 
Ry using ft, in cir.

aid and stimulus to thelr 
revival, which would, in turn, benefit 
our revenue. JT would even yo to the 
length of saying that if we try to 
conserve the surplus without tally 
any constructive ‘action, we may, as 
thingy jro, lose it; but if we use ‘it 
wisely, we nay stil have it. 


LOCAL APPOINTMENTS 


There is one, form of economy 
which, in my ‘view, has not been 
exerclaed to the extcht it should be. 
1 refer to the employment of “local 
men" in the Government Service, By 
throwing open to: them many of the 
posta now hold by Europeans, a con- 
xiderablo saving in the cost of nd- 
ministration would be effected without 
lows of efficiency. In times past the 
lack of suitable recruiting material 
might have been pleaded against this” 
preposition, but that plea can no 
onger stand. From the Univeraity,- 
from the high schools, there is a 
stendy flow of well-cducated | and

by the Secretary of State since there 
exist serious doubts as to the wisdom 
of the continuance of a contentious 
policy.

A telegram from Geneva, dated the 
6th September, 1935, informs the F 
Enstern world that the League Coun- 
cil pnid-a tribute ‘to the Chinese 
Government in the matter of opium 
suppression, ad expressed the hope 
that it would finally rid) China’ of 
tho drug evil. On the ground, of 
expediency algne, the Colony’ should, 
to my mind, forege an item of re uc 
for the great’ beneficial results which 
the extinguishment of the opium 
monopoly would bring: absut in the 
Colony. "Hongkong has acted in the 
past at. the behest of the League of 
Nations an the question of one of 
its features of the social evil, and 
it muy well now, forestall the in- 
dicated “necessity of tightening up 
regulations” with regnrd to cpium. 
Support is lent to this suggestion by 
the Colonial Scerctary’s . remark—the 
conflicting: statement—that “this 
Colony must carry out ils inter- 
national obligations ons regards 
oplun.” ‘ 


SOCIAL SERVICES:

SHUMCHUN AMUSEMENTS

KOWLOON SEAFRONT 


The re-laying, of the untidy open 
spuce by the’ Railway fence on 
Chatham Road involves a very slight 
expenditure for the improvement 

‘hich the site will offer to, residents 
in the vicinity and to visitors to the 
Colony. To take in hand one section is 
praiseworthy in itself, This partial 
improvement has become very 
noticeable. Kowloon residents will 
apprecinte prosecution of the work to 
include the entire strip of land as 
oon ns any savings can be made in 
the expenditure of the Public Works 
Department. There.is all to commend 
the benutifying of open spaces -on the 
Peninsula. -On aesthetic grounds it 
ix highly ‘desiruble, and, added to 
that. recommendation, in the absence 
of public parks improvements are 
ealled for in the interests of public 
convenience and necessity. Let us 
hope.that it will not be long before the 
finances of the Colony wil} permit of 
a public band-starid on this magnifi- 
cent, ground by the sea where music 
ud -of—an--ovenin, 
the warm summer time. , 

A small public work of much utility 
commends itself for the benefitvof 
those who have to resurt to the Kow- 
foon) Hospital for niedicnl attention 
and ndvice and to bus patrons also. 


-Ta the ordinary observer it will bi 


veen that no sheller or waiting place 
for the buses is provided for those 
who make of the Hospital I 
feel sure a able cover -or shelter 
ean be erected’ in the gpen space at 
the’ junction of Argyle and Waterloo 
Ronds, at comparatively small cost, 
that would be greatly appreciated. 


POOR LIGHTING 


The cutting down of ¢xpenditure 
for lightitig’ both on the Island and 
on the mainland ix greatly’ to be 
deplored, Accidents occur through 
poor and insufficlent lighting, more so 
in) public thorgughfares #0 dimly 
lighted as at Kowloon. The obliga- 
tion is imposed upon Government, in 
presence of recommendations — by 
Coronet’s Jury during the year,- to 
improve the lighting rather. than to 
reduce it. It is noticed that on the 
Hongkony side’n saving of $16,000 
is proposed for 1936, and at New 
Kowloon a saving of $1,000, $16,000 
in all, Whether the economy is & 
wise one remains to be proved, but 
public opinion strongly advocates 
better and improved lighting: for. the 
personal safety of pedestrinns and 
motor car, drivers, Owners of motor 
vehicles contribute quite an apprecin- 
ble amount of the revenue in the 
petrol they consume and for the 
licences they pry. 

Neglected Homuntin ¢lureurs for 
some minor favours as a despised child 
of a paternal Government. The 
leculity Is favoured as the home of 
quite & number of famili Having 
nowhere else to. play, sof 
childreri living in .the district have 
of necessity to use the streets as 
playgrounds. | Residents justly claim 
for ‘some reserved open space near 
by for the children ty play in. The 
oft-repeated complaint of the pre- 
valence of malarial mosquitoes in the 
district, since the early days. of its 
settlement continues ta persist. It is 
alleged that the presenee of market 
gardens in ‘the vicinity, is tu be held 
partly responsible for malarin; it’ iv 
worth inquiring into, = 

This Inst summer cases of .malarin 
have been very numerous. Despite 
complaints in the columns of the local 
newspapers = urging 
measures; the district has been com: 
paratively neglected, and nothing 
much has been done to eradicate the 
evil. Flushing facilities, due to the 
Jack of drainage improvement, are 
conspicuoua by thelr absence.. Tho 
devious route and infrequenty of 
buses, especially during business 
hours, causes -~ considerable ine 
‘convenience to n Jarge number ‘of 
residents, and to thoso who’ have to

visit the Kowloon Hospital. Public 
convenience demands attention to tho 
inadequacy of the service, 

Finally, Homuntin taxpayers: make 
n point of the inequity of the public 
ameniticn they ‘obtain on the wholo 
from n Governinent to which they 
pay the rame proportional rates and 
trxes'as residents jn other parts of 
the Colony. This Js a‘ problen ‘to 
which it appears diMcult -to turn a 
deaf ear, and one ,whose urgency 
demands fmmedinte and satlefactory 
solution, * . 


NEW TERRITORY PRODUCE 


For the: murketing of Netv Terri- 
tury produce it in satisfactory to note 
that provision has bé made for 
inerensed fen facilities in Kowloon 
for the sale in bulk of vegetables. 
This was recommended by the 1033 
New Territories Produce Marketing 
Committee, The scheme appears to 
be doing much good, and in- the 
opinion of the District Officer (North) 
it is stimulating Incal vegetable pro- 
duction. In this connection I have 
received a Chinese letter from the 
Executive . ‘Committee of the New. 
Territories. Agricultural Association, 
who seck perniesion fram the Guvern- 
ment for the farmers to rect separate 
sheds on sites on which they could 
sell in the day time, ind in which they 
could sleep oat night, to nvold the 
necessity and expense of’ constant 
travelling. The Agricultural Associa- 
tion will be glad of permission for 
the erection of mataheds for the dls- 
posnl of the farmers’ produce in the 
minner suggested, Where the provi- 
-sion of cheaper perishable produce 
can be obtained without any infring 
ment _of the Sanitary regulations, 
there is every reason tos hope that 
Government might ace fit ta provite 
the desired facilities. 

The District Officer (North) re- 
cords in his annual report that 
‘development in lay-out areas involves 
Government in a recurrent expendi- 
ture for the minintennnee of roads, 
ete,” nnd: the growth of the Yuen 
Long. Markét ix stated as being most 
striking. These statements Jend to 
the conclusion that the development 
of ‘the New Territories Is proceedings 
apace, With such development, con- 
tractors may ainticipate the necessity 
for transporting Jarger and bulkier 
structural materials, principally stect, 
to outlying districts. With heavier 
londa, the strengthening of roads and 
bridges ix almost imperative if the 
Police exercise, as we know they do, 
their vigilance in preventing the use 
of roads by trucks and. lorries ex- 
ceeding n certain maximum specified 
weight. It should also be noted that 
some of the bridges were constructed 
many years ago, and the time seems 
to have arrived when their safety 
micht be looked! into before nny seri- 
ous mishap occurs, ' 


PIGS AND POULTRY 


Some, disappointment must be ex. 
pressed at the absence of reference 
to the “matter of pig breeding and 
poultry farming on the mainland, 
This disappointment is emphasized by 
the faet that a Committee of- a few 
of Mongkong’s leading residents and 
businessmen have devoted much time 
Pand thought in collating evidence and 
in the formulation of recommentiations 
for adoptiun by the Government. The 
failure to let the public inte Goyern- 
ment confidence of any ‘projected 
scheme under consideration with re- 
gard to this matter is much to be 
regretted.

HONGKONG A

The recent articles in’ the 
Telegraph, advocating — that 
Hongkong should welcome air 
liners of all nationalities, wilh- 
out necessarily seeking, a quid 
pro qico, have come to the notice 
of Mr. Harry Harper, the well- 
known British aviation expert.
